Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1971. 

The  main  causes  of  death  were  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation 
with  30  cases  (50%),  cancer  11  cases  (lQ%>)  and  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous 
system  9  cases  (15%) .  These  three  groups  accounted  for  Q5%>  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  was  60.  Of  these  24  (40 %)  were 
aged  75  and  over;  2+4  (l5%o)  were  aged  65  and  over  and  56  (93/&)  were  aged  55  and 
over. 

The  Meals  on  Wheels  Service,  inaugurated  in  1962,  served  a  total  of 
1582  meals  during  the  year. 

I  am  most  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee,  to  the  General  Practitioners  in  the  area  and  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.

Conpar ability  factors 

Since  1954  the  Registrar  General  has  issued  an  "area  comparability 
factor"  for  each  County  District  and  for  the  Country  as  a  whole.  The  reason 
for  this  is  to  allow  for  the  way  in  which  the  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
the  local  population  differs  from  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole. 

Since  1957  the  death  rate  area  comparability  factors  have  been 
adjusted  to  take  into  account  the  presence  of  residential  institutions  in  the 
area. 

When  the  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  are  multiplied  by  the  factor, 
they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for  England  and  Wales.

It  is  my  pleasure  to  present  my  report  in  respect  of  the  public  health  work 
undertaken  by  the  Department  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor. 

At  the  outset  I  wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  for  their  co-operation  and  support  during  the  year.  My  sincere 
thanks  are  also  extended  to  the  Council’s  staff  not  only  for  their  willing 
assistance  at  all  times,  but  for  the  cheerful  and  responsible  manner  in  which  they 
accepted  additional  work  in  difficult  circumstances  caused  by  the  unfortunate 
prolonged  illness  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Council. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Report  is  classified  under  subject  headings  set  out 
in  alphabetical  order,  as  follows: - 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT  1963 


One  further  establishment  for  the  boarding  of  cats  was  registered  during  the 
year.  There  are  now  three  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  operating  within  the  Urban 
District.  The  accomodation  provided  in  each  case  is  of  good  construction  and  the 
Kennels  and  Cattery  are  well  run  under  the  jjersonal  supervision  of  the  Owners. 

Six  detailed  inspections  were  made  in  the  course  of  the  year  and  the  conditions 
of  the  Licences  together  with  the  appropriate  provisions  of  the  A.ct  were  noted  to  be 
complied  with  in  each  case. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  at  two  stations  was  discontinued. 
Measurement  was  by  8  part  Volumetric  Apparatus  located  at  two  schools.  Three  factors 
determined  the  decision  to  suspend  measurement.  These  were: 

(a)  recurring  mechanical  faults  with  the  constant  flow  pump; 

(b)  problems  of  site  location  at  the  schools; 

(c)  pres guis  on  staff  time  which  was  aggravated  by  the  difficulties 
mentioned  above. 

Following  consultations  with  Warren  Springs  Laboratory,  it  was  decided  to 
suspend  the  stations  but  consider  the  setting  up  of  an  alternate  Station,  operating 
a  single  part  Volumetric  Apparatus,  in  a  more  convenient  situation. 

It  has  not  been  possible  to  establish  this  further  Station  to  date. 
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CARAVAN  SI'IES  &  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT  i960 


There  arc  two  licenced  caravan  sites  within  the  district.  One  holds  a 
residential  licence  and  the  other  a  seasonal  licence,  being  inhabited  only  during 
the  summer . 

The  residential  site,  which  has  3  caravans,  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the 
district  and  is  well  served  by  modern  amenities.  Three  inspections  were  made  in 
the  course  of  the  year  and  the  conditions  of  the  licence  were  found  to  be  complied 
with  on  each  inspection. 

The  seasonal  licence  is  for  a  caravan  park  which  lies  in  a  sparsley  populated 
area  of  the  district  which  is  of  great  landscape  value.  Planning  permission  was 
granted  to  extend  the  site  from  30  to  36  caravans  during  the  year  following  joint 
meetings,  held  with  the  Owner,  the  Area  Planning  Officer  and  myself. 

A  modern,  well  appointed,  ablution  block  is  available  for  site  users  and  a 
recently  constructed  septic  tank  adequately  copes  with  drainage.  The  site  is 
generally  well  managed  and  ten  inspections  made  revealed  only  minor  contraventions 
of  the  site  licence.  The so were  satisfactorily  dealth  with  by  verbal  notice. 

The  site  receives  its  water  supply  from  a  private  source  and  chemical  and 
bacteriological  water  samples,  taken  during  the  summer,  showed  the  water  to  be 
suitable  for  human  consumption. 


CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT  1967 


The  Council  provide  a  Disposal  Centre  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Urban 
District  where  members  of  the  public  can  dispose  of  bulky  items  and  old  vehicles, 
free  of  charge . 

This  is  supplemented  by  a  free  collection  service  for  items  which  can  be 
classed  as  domestic  refuse,  but  will  not  go  in  the  household  dustbin. 

The  Disposal  Centre  is  open  to  the  public  at  all  times  and  has  become 
increasingly  well  used. 

While  instances  of  dumping  on  open  land  still  occur,  it  is  most  noticeable 
that  the  frequency  has  reduced. 


factories  act  1961 


The  Factories  Acts  divide  factories  into  two  categories:- 

(a)  Those  with  mechanical  power 

(b)  Those  without  mechanical  power. 

Inspections  made  under  the  terms  of  the  Factories  Acts  and  Sanitary 
Accommodation  Regulations  deal  with  the  health  and  welfare  of  the  workers 
employed.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  cleanliness,  ventilation,  over¬ 
crowding,  temperature  and  drainage  (Sections  1,  2,  3,  9  and  6)  and  sanitary 
conveniences  (Section  7). 

In  factories  with  mechanical  power  H.M.  Factory  Inspector  deals  with  all 
of  these  provisions  excepting  sanitary  conveniences  which  are  dealt  with  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspector.  Factories  without  mechanical  power  are  dealt  with  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspector.

FOOD  CONTROL 


Food  &  Drugs  Act  1933 

The  Council  are  not  a  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  since  this  responsibility 
rests  with  the  Derbyshire  County  Council.  Twenty  one  informal  food  and  drugs 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970 

There  are  88  premises  in  the  area  which  come  under  the  control  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations.  Of  these  62  are  retail  food  shops  and  they  are  categarised 
below  together  with  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out  in  the  course  of  the  year.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  1970  (cont'd) 

There  were  no  prosecutions  taken  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  but 
it  was  found  necessary  to  ’health  educate'  several  retailers  in  respect  of  the 
proper  storage  of  food,  particularly  food  stored  in  refrigerated  containers. 
Verbal  cautions  were  also  given  with  regard  to  the  insanitary  storage  of 
waste  food. 

Unsound  Food 


There  were  two  instances  of  food  being  voluntarily  surrendered  due  to 
unfitness  for  human  consumption  and  in  both  cases  this  was  due  to  refrigerator 
failures. 

In  addition  two  tins  of  ham  were  condemned  on  account  of  blown  containers. 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts  &  Regulations 

There  is  one  licenced  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  urban  district  and  the 
two  slaughtermen  operating  there,  are  licenced  by  the  Council. 

Three  inspections  were  made,  to  observe  compliance  with  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  on 
each  occasion. 

The  Slaughterhouses  (Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958  were  found 
to  be  complied  with  by  the  local  firm  of  Veterinary  Surgeons,  who  carried  out 
100 %  meat  inspection  durin  the  year. 

Details  of  inside  ctions  and  condemnation  are  given  overleaf. 

HOUSING 

(a)  Council  Houses 

At  the  end  of  197^  the  Council  had  3^-2  houses  and  bungalows  of  which 
212  houses  and  53  bungalows  has  been  erected  during  the  post-war  years. 

Elderly  Persons  Acc o mmodation 

Due  to  the  large  and  increasing  waiting  list  for  Elderly  Persons 
accommodation,  the  construction  of  a  Sheltered  Housing  Scheme,  with  provision 
for  a  Warden,  was  commenced  on  a  flat  site  within  the  urban  district.  The 
scheme  includes  30  double  units  which  are  linked  together  in  a  2  storey 
construction  with  laundry,  kitchen  and  common  room  facilities. 

The  open  area  around  the  building  is  being  landscaped  as  part  of  a 
derelict  land  reclamation  scheme  covering  part  of  the  former  High  Peak  and 
Cromford  Railway. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  accommodation  will  be  fully  occupied  by  the 
end  of  1972. 


( b )  Private  Deve lopment 

Three  houses  were  built  by  iDrivate  construction.  173  houses  and 
bungalows  have  been  constructed  during  the  post  war  years.

(d)  Modernisation  of  Older  Dwellings  -  Improvement  Grants

Improvement  Grants  were  paid  in  respect  of  3  properties  and  Standard 
Grants  given  for  14  properties.

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  marked  increase  in  improvement  grant 
applications  in  the  early  months  of  1972.  The  total  amount  approved 
has  in  fact  increased  nine  times  over  this  year’s  figures,  indicating 
that  grants  have  now  ;!caught  on”.

(ii)  Council  Properties 


A  start  was  made  on  the  modernisation  of  34  houses  which  were  built 
in  the  period  between  the  two  wars.  The  houses,  which  aie  soundly  built,  of 
natural  stone,  are  all  on  one  estate  and  the  work,  which  is  extensive,  has 
been  let  out  to  contract.  Although  the  houses  are  of  differing  tyoes  the 
improvements  can  be  summarised  as  follows :- 

1.  Adjustment  of  the  internal  room  arrangement  so  as  to  comply 
with  Parker  Morris  -Standards.  Major  alterations  in  this 
category  include  the  enlargement  of  all  kitchens,  which  will 
be  provided  with  damp  proofed  floors,  finished  with  p.v.c. 
tiles. 
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HOUSING  (cont'd) 


2.  Renewal  of  electrical  and  plumbing  services  and  all 
sanitary  goods  which  had  outlived  their  useful  life. 

3.  Provision  of  central  heating. 

4.  Renewal  of  external  windows  and  doors,  with  alterations 
to  sizes,  where  appropriate. 

5.  The  carrying  out  of  general  repair  items. 

It  is  hoped  to  modernise  all  council  owned  pre-war  houses  prior 
to  mid  1974  in  the  manner  described  above. 

It  has  been  possible  in  the  course  of  modernisation  to  increase 
the  number  of  bedrooms  in  some  of  the  houses,  and  by  the  careful  letting 
of  council  houses  that  will  be  released  when  the  Elderly  Persons  Scheme 
takes  effect,  it  is  anticipated  that  better  use  can  be  made  of  the 
Council's  housing  stock  in  the  near  future.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL 


Disposal 

Due  to  planning  difficulties  in  establishing  a  suitable  tip  within  the 
urban  district,  refuse  was  again  disposed  of  at  Buxton  Borough  Council's  tip, 
at  Hogshaw. 

It  is  most  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  the  heljjful  cooperation  afforded 
by  Buxton  Council  to  this  Urban  District  Council  in  their  difficulties  and  I 
personally  am  most  grateful  to  the  Buxton  Corporation  officials,  particularly 
Mr.  OUddas  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  a  willingness  to  assist  at 
all  times. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  &  DISPOSAL  (cont'd) 


Collection 


Refuse  was  again  collected  by  Direct  Labour.  A  new  vehicle  was  purchased 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  to  replace  the  former  20  cu.  yd.  Packamatic  vehicle 
which  had  reached  the  end  of  its  useful  life. 

Thought  was  given  on  the  one  hand  to  the  size  of  vehicle  required,  having 
regard  to  manouverability  and  access,  in  the  rural  part  of  the  district;  while 
it  was  also  thought  desirable  to  collect  as  much  refuse  as  possible  in  one  load 
and  save  journeys  to  the  tip  at  Buxton. 

A  Norba  compression  vehicle,  designed  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  locality, 
but  also  capable  of  carrying  a  7  ton  load,  was  purchased.  Only  one  trip  per  day 
to  the  tip  has  generally  been  found  necessary  and  improvements  in  the  frequency 
of  collection  have  been  achieved. 

A  plastic  bin  liner  scheme  over  one  quarter  of  the  district  was  also 
introduced,  as  a  pilot  scheme  and  the  improvements  noted  in  hygiene,  con¬ 
venience  and  increased  efficiency  indicate  that  the  scheme  will  be  extended. 

The  frequency  of  collection  was  reduced  from  7  days  to  6  days  by  the 
year  end. 

Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  implementation  of  a  bonus  scheme  in 
the  near  future,  with  a  view  to  achieving  a  5  Day  Collection  Round. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

75  inspections  were  dealt  with,  on  complaint,  by  a  part-time  Rodent 
Operator.  3  wasps  nests  were  also  successfully  dealt  with. 


SEWERAGE  &  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  Whaley  Bridge  Joint  Serewage  Board  receive  all  public  sewers, 
within  the  district,  at  their  Furness  Vale  Works. 

Most  properties  are  connected  to  the  main  sewerage  system,  exceptions 
being  those  in  outlying  areas.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  public  water  supply  is  under  the  control  of  the  Stockport  and 
District  Water  Board  who  serve  approximately  5,300  persons  in  2,000  premises. 
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WATER  SUPPLY  (cont'd) 


Two  bac to rio logical  samples  of  water  from  domestic  supplies  were  submitted 
for  analyses,  following  complaints  received  and,  in  each  case,  they  were  found 
to  be  satisfactory. 

Three  chemical  and  seven  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from 
independant  private  water  supplies  and  in  all  cases  but  one  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

The  one  adverse  result  showed  a  severe  case  of  lead  contamination. 

A  long  lead  supply  pipe  was  replaced  by  a  plastic  one  and  check  samples  taken 
since  have  been  favourable .
